Opponent Worthy of Mention in Future

NEW YORK, INec. 8.—That the Jap-
anese long distance runner will be a
formidable apponent in future Inter-
national track and road races Is am-
ply demonstrated by the details of the
latest marathon race held in the land
of the rising sun, The run which was
between Yokohama and a suburban
park over a twenty-five-mile course
and the winner ocvered the full dis-
tance in 2 hours 80 minutes 12 sec-
onds. Of the thirty starters all but six
finished the race and the majority
reached the mark in good physical
vondition

While this is not the best time
made in a marathon race in Japan it
iz a record for that distance, Duringt
1918 a Japanese runner ran the full|
marathon distance of 26 miles, 385!
vards in 2 hours 31 minutes 28 gec-
onds, in a trial race held in conner-
tlon with early preparation for the
Olymple Games, scheduled at that
time to be staged at Berlin in 1816
